WILLIE WHITLA RECOVERED 


Kidnappers Arrested in Cleveland, 


O., Late Tuesday Night. 


Willie Whitla, eight-year-old son 


of James P. Whitla, an attorney of 
Snaron, was abducted from a school 
at that place on Thursday, March 18. 
Letters received by the lad's father 
demanded that a ransom of $10,000 
be paid for the safe delivery of his 
son. 
An uncle, millionaire Frank 


Buhl, declared his willingness to 
spend $100,000 to recover the boy.. 


On Sunday the father hurried to 
Ashtabula,- placed the money in a 
park, in accordance to instructions 
received from the kidnappers, but an 
error on the part of a hotel clerk 
scared them away. 
The following 


day Whitla, in compliance with an 
agreement with an agent of the kid- 
nappers, went to Cleveland, O., and 
at the Hollenden Hotel in that city 
the boy and his father were reunited. 
Tuesday night a man and woman 


were arrested, having $9,790 in their 
possession, and were positively iden- 
tified by the lad as his abductors. A 
woman who was sought by the police 
as an accomplice, committed suicide 
on the way to the prison. Both pris- 
oners are-well known in Sharon and 
their arrest caused a sensation.

of war—muskets, sabers, knapsacks, 
canteens, 
belts,

wounded and dying soldiers. I spent 
the night with the nurses and physi- 
cians, ministering as best I could to 
the men who had been in the thick of 
the battle.

of the Fourth of July to the Northern

tending providence of God in these 
•words: 'The President especially de- 
sires that on this day He, Whose will, 
not ours, should ever be done, be 
everywhere remembered and rever- 
enced with the profoundest grati- 
tude.' 


"The second picture is the town of 


Gettysburg on November 19, 1863, 
the day of the dedication of the Na-

Cemetery.

from every hilltop and valley there 
•was the voice of praise because upon 
that very field the High-Water Mark 
of the Rebellion had been reached 
and the waning fortunes of the Con- 
federacy were distinctly visible.

Substitute For Macadam. 


In connection with the good roads 


movement in Kansas it is worth while 
calling attention once more to the 
stretches of sand-clay roads built out 
t>f Dodge City and Garden City last 
summer by the field force of the office 
of public roads of the department of 
agriculture In Washington. 


In & macadam road the dust ground 


off the fine bits of rock with which 
the surface Is made acts as a binder, 
forming a tight roof that sheds water 
If properly constructed. In the sand- 
clay roads the clay serves as the bind- 
er. The proportion of clay to be used 
depends on the quality of the sand. 


The proper proportions of the mix- 


ture are determined by filling a glass 
with the sand and then filling it up 
with water. The water is poured off 
and measured. Since it just fills the 
space between the sand grains It rep- 
resents about the amount of clay nec- 


ary to be mixed with this quantity 


of sand. 


The sand-clay road when well con- 


structed makes a fairly good highway 
even In the spring rains. But the gov- 
ernment experts don't suggest It as a 
iubstitute for macadam except In ter- 
ritory where rock Is so scarce as to 
make the cost of macadam roads pro- 
ilbitive. In territory of this sort sand 
beds are often found in connection 
with clay, and the sand-clay comblna- 
lon Is Infinitely better than the ordi- 
nary or barnyard variety of dirt high- 
ways, Into which the -wagons sink to 
the hubs when the spring rains set in. 


The department estimates that the 


sand-clay roads can be built at a cost 
of from $300 to $800 a mile, depending, 
of course, on the distance of hauling. 
The expense of 'maintenance is not 
heavy. If the road becomes muddy 
more sand must be hauled on, and if It 
becomes sandy more clay must be 
used. 
The surface must be kept 


crowned with a drag.^ 


"Macadam roads cost about ten times 


a.3 much for construction, but the de- 
partment believes they are worth the 
extra expense whenever It is at all 
practicable to construct them. 


It Is understood in Washington that 


the roads built In western Kansas 
have proved serviceable and that ex-, 
tensions are to be constructed by the 
communities that have tried them.

Memory Verses, 29, 30—Golden Text, 
Prov. xxiii, 32—Commentary 
Pre-

It would seem from the frequent use 


of this portion and Isa. v and xxviii 
that there are but few passages which 
touch the sin of drunkenness. I would 
respectfully suggest to the teachers 
that they mijrht with profit use or 
bring into these favorite selections of 
the committee such portions as Gen. 
ir, 20-27; Lev. x, 1-11; Num. vi, 1-8; 
Judg. xiii, Jer. xxxv, Hab. II, I Cor. 
vl, 9-20; Eph. v. 14-27, and others vrith 
their contexts. Even these eight por- 
tions would ,cover two years' lessons 
if the committee should ever have 
their attention called to them and feel 
led to adopt them. But I am finding 
no fault with repetition of the same 
passage, for I was taught at normal 
school, over forty years ago, the ne- 
cessity of "iteration and reiteration" 
to impress truth upon the mind. Isa. 
xxviil, 13, teaches us that it must ever 
be "precept upon. precept, line upon 
line." 
"We have three times In the 


Scriptures the story of King Heze- 
klah and of the conversion of Saul 
and of Tarsus and how tremendous 
the Importance of our Lord's seven- 
fold "He that hath an ear let him 
hear wnat the Spirit saith unto the 
churches." 


In connection with thb "woe" of our 


lesson, what about the six woes of Isa. 
Y, the eight woes of Matt, izlii and 
the three woes of Rev. viii, 13; tr, 12? 
All the woe's of earth are as nothing 
compared with the woes of eternal 
torment, and aa I read the woes of 
Ber. tr and note verses 20, 21, I learn 
therefrom that God is so unwilliffg 
that men should perish th'at He will 
in those two woes give men a taste 
of hell on earth, that they may per- 
chance repent and escape the tor- 
ment of the lost in hell. See Job xxxiii, 
29, 30. The more often I read the 
description of the drunkard In verses 
29, 30, of our lesson the more clearly 
I see there as the sinner's substitute 
Him In whom alone is salvation, a 
man of sorrows and acquainted with 
grief, with whom the rulers contend- 
ed and against whom they babbled, 
whose wounds were all without cause 
on His part and whose eyes must have 
been red with weeping after the strong 
crying and tears of Gethsemane. He 
was made sin for us; in our stead He 
suffered, bearing our sins in His own 
body, and apart from His atonement 
there is no deliverance from the 
wrath to come nor from the power of 
sin in this life for any sinner, wheth- 
er he be drunkard, profane, gambler, 
moral church member or any other 
kind of sinner. 


The "look not" of verse 31 sends us 


to the "Look unto Me and be ye saved'' 
of Isa. xlv, 22, and the "Behold the 
Lamb of God!" of John i, 29. If we 
are to be saved from looking in a 
wrong direction it must be by looking 
steadfastly' in a right direction, and 
that is the thought In the "looking 
unto" of Heb. xil, 2. It is such a 
steadfast beholding of one person that 
all else la lost sight of. As the eye 
effecteth the heart and the heart Is 
prone to follow the eyes (Lam. lii, 51; 
Job xxxi, 7). it is easy to see how 
necessary It is to look In a right direc- 
tion. Ps. xxvii, 4, Is such a helpful 
word in this connection, "One thing- 
have I desired of the Lord; that will 
I seek after, that I may dwell in the 
house of the Lord all the days of my 
life, to behold the beauty of the Lord 
and to Inquire in His temple." See 
also II Cor. Ill, 18, "Beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, we are 
changed into the same image from 
glory to glory as by the Spirit of the 
Lord." 
Tell the poor sinner of the 


love of God, the love that came from 
heaven to Bethlehem, Nazareth, Geth- 
semane and Golgotha for us all that 
we might not perish, and if such love 
does not break the hardest heart noth- 
ing else will. Such love known and be- 
lieved leads one to say from 
the 


heart, "Thy love is better than wine," 
"We will remember thy love more 
than wine" (Song 1, 2, 4). 
Anything 


but the love of God presented to the 
sinner will only illustrate the truths 
of the last two verses of our lesson 
and show the utter indifference of the 
dead soul to whatever may come and 
the incorrigible nature of the carnal 
mind, which is enmity against God. 
The case any look as hopeless as the 
dead and corrupting body of Lazarus 
or the dry bones In the valley of vi- 
sion or the hard heart of a blasphem- 
ing Saul of Tarsus, but see in each 
of these how easily God A\ roiight. 


As workers with God ue must cease 


from our own wisdom (Prov. xxiii. 4) 
nnd let Him who is the wisdom of 
God do it all. We know nothing and 
can do nothing except as the Spirit of 
God shall teach us and work in us. 
Farther back in our lesson chapter 
(verses 20, 21) we read of (lie sure 
poverty of the drunkard and glutton 
nnd are warned against wincbibbors 
and riotous eaters of flesh, and heto 
ngnin by contrast we think of the 
durable riches and righteousness of 
Him who said, "Except ye ont the 
flesh of the Son of Man and drink His 
blood yc have no life in you" (Prov. 
vIII, IS: John vl. r,3, 54). " When the 
last hour or moment In these mortal 
bodies comes to those who know and 
are in the love of God the- next step is 
With Christ in paradise, but to the 
nnsnvod sinner it will be as our Lord 
tnnght in Luke xvl, 22, 23.

This has been a very strenuous 
week for the writer, who has worked 
in three states. 
A week ago this 


morning I awoke in Carlisle, Ky. It 
was the first time I had every stayed 
in the town over night and^it will 
be the last for many moons, I prom- 
ise you. Carlisle is about half way 
between Maysville and Paris, Ky.

ng a feather bed to rest my weary 
imbs on, and there is where I shall 
always go to eat or sleep, if I am 
ver compelled to stay in that town 
again, and don't you forget it. 


As I have said, or intended to, it 
was raining when I got out the next 
morning and at Richmond, Ky., I had 
to dry my clothes twice. 
Oh! how 
it did rain; and there were places 
in the town where I needed to roll 
my pantaloons near to the knees in 
order to save them and let my new 
cowhide shoes get a soaking, "for I 
paid a quarter to ride up town in 
the bus, and when I got to where 
the Kellog Grocery Company used to 
be I saw a sign: 
"Moved to the L. 


and N. depot. As it was near twelve 
I hastened to a phone and asked if 
Mr. Kellog was home, the answer 
was, "Yes and will be here for a 
short time yet." 
I said, "Wait there, 
Dad is doming." "I'll be glad to see 
Dad, 
but don't need any 'p-nuts' as 
I have an order en route now." 
I 


walked that mile in quick time 
through the rain, and when Mr. Kel- 
log saw or rather sampled my Vir- 
ginia salted nuts he said, "Send me 
a case of these and put in plenty of 
samples, so that the salesmen can eat 
these and teu their customers how 
good they are." 
I then showed him 


some of those others, called Spanish, 
which, however, are grown in the 
tar heel state, and he as quickly 
said, "Send me a case of these and if 
the boys can't sell 'em I can eat 
them, for they are surely fine."

LAST FIGHT

*Y series ^of stories of Indian 


war would be incomplete with- 
out giving an account of the 
campaign of 1876 against the 


northern Sioux and "their - allies from 
the south, the Sioux and Cheyennes, an 
affair known as the Ouster campaign. 
The catastrophe that overwhelmed the 
gallant General Custer and his bravfe 
command was an episode that will 
live forever in Indian history. 


In the summer of 1874 General Sher- 


idan sent two expeditions into what 
was known as the northern country. 
He sent General Custer with the Sev- 
enth cavalry from Fort. Abraham Lin- 
coln to scout in the north and north- 
west of the BLack Hills and to return 
through the Black Hills back to his 
post. At the same time he sent Colo- 
nel Anson Mills from the department 
of the Platte, leaving the Union Pa- 
cific railroad at Eawlins, Wyo., on an 
expedition to scout the Sweetwater 
country, the Big Horn basin and Big 
Horn mountain country and to return 
by way of the Powder river country 
back to his department. I was sent to 
guide Colonel Anson Mills' expedition. 
The two commands, one under Custer 
and one under Mills, came within com- 
municating distance in eastern Wyom- 
ing, on the Powder river, the */wo com- 
manding officers and scouts meeting 
and holding a consultation. This conn 
try was then comparatively unknown, 
except to the scouts, hunters and trap- 
pers. 
, 


Mills marched 
from 
Rawlins to 


Independence Rock, on the Sweetwater 
river, where he made a supply camp 
and left his wagons. 
General Custer 


continued on through the Black Hills, 
exploring it in every hole a^d corner, 
and then returned to Fort Abraham 
Lincoln. 
This meeting of the two 


commanders was the last time I ever 
saw the general. It was on Ouster's 
expedition through the Black Hills that 
the old timers' assertif^ s of its wealth 
in gold were confirmed, and practical- 
ly demonstrated. 
Therefore, although 


the government's intention was to keep 
out invaders of this section (many of 
the first being arrested by the mili- 
tary), the efforts were a failure, for 
the rush became so great as~to render 
it impracticable to arrest It. 
This 


bronght about-irritation on tbe part of 
the Indians. During '75 and ^76 the 
whole Dakota nation, the most power- 
ful Indians and their allies, listened 
to the harangues of Sitting Bull and 
other medicine men to prepare to go 
on the warpath, to gather their best 
horses and secure all the ammunition 
and long range rifles they could. 


General Sheridan, in view 'Of the 


situation and the gathering ot -war- 
riors in the northwest, commenced 
massing the United States troops in 


The t,conts reported to General Cu&tcrthat 


tlicy had seen lepcc*>. 


the different departments adjacent. 
General Alfred Terry, who was in 
command of the department of Dakota 
and the station at Fort Snelling, was 
to send the troops in his department 
to Fort Abraham Lincoln, to take the 
field from there under the Command 
of General George A. Ouster. General 
John Gibbon, who was In command of 
the department of Montana, was to 
take command of the Iroops In his de- 
partment, move down the Yellowstone 
and form a junction -uilh them. Gen- 
eral George A. Crook, in command of 
the department of the riattc, was or- 
dered to take the troops from his de- 
partment and proceed north by the 
way of Fort Laramic, Fort Fettcrman, 
old Fort lieno, old Fort Phil Kenrny. 
This latter command was the one I 
accompanied. It might be mentioned 
here that during (lie preparations rcr 
tain scandals in the construction de- 
partment of (he government, both for 
army and Indian supplies, had attract- 
ed congressional attention and national 
interest, threatening to besmirch per- 


sonages closely connected with the 
powers existing. 
The investigation 


coming on, Custer was ordered to 
Washington to give testimony. This 
testimony adhered so strictly to the 
truth that it brought him into dis- 
favor, and when he returned to his 
post he found that the command of 
the main expedition was taken from 
him and that he was assigned to his 
own regiment simply, while General 
Terry was ordered to take supreme 
command. To a soldier with his rec- 
ord, to a man of his sensitiveness, this 
humiliation was deeply felt, and, no 
doubt, was one of the many causes 
that warped bis judgment at a time 
when it was most needed. 
General 


Terry showed his sympathy and con- 
fidence in him after the Indian trail 
was discovered, when he ordered him 
to take his regiment, with ten clays' 
rations, 
ammunition 
and 
private 


scouts, along with Charlie Reynolds, 
Bloody Knife and others, and take tbe 
trail and follow it. He struck the trail 
and followed it at a rapid pace on the 
23d and 24th of July. At this point 
the trail left the Rosebud and headed 
toward the Little Big Horn. As the 
march had been very rapid, the horses 
were tired and camp was made, while 
preparations to start by 2 o'clock* in 
the morning to cross the divide which 
separated the two streams was de- 
termined on. 


At 2 o'clock the regiment was again 


on the move, with the scouts ahead, 
and by daylight they had crossed the 
ridge. The command was keeping In 
the ravine or canyons out of sight and 
moving as quietly as possible. The 
scouts in advance came back and re- 
ported to General Custer that they 
had seen tepees, or Indian lodges, 
which was true; but, as it afterward 
turned out, the tepees which the scouts 
had seen were three or lour tepees 
that had been put up for smallpox pa- 
tients away from the main Indian vil- 
lage. 


General Custer divided his command 


into three parts, taking five companies 
himself, Major Reno with five compa- 
nies and Colonel Benteen with two 
companies, to bring up the rear with 
the pack train. Major Reno was or- 
dered to march straight on to the Lit- 
tle Big Horn, while Custer would move 
obliquely off to the right, making a de- 
tour of some seven or eight miles and 
striking the Little Big Horn at what 
he supposed would be the lower -end 
ot the Indian village, while Reno was 
to strike It from the upper end. Cus- 
ter was to work up the river and Reno 
down, while Reno was to keep on com- 
ing down the river until he joined with 
Custer, and Benteen was to follow up 
with the pack' train. 


As near -as we know, Reno struck the 


Indians a little before Ouster did, and, 
•of -course, he, as well as Custer, was 
surprised at the Immense size of the 
Tillage. There were ten times more 
Indians In this village than was indi 
•cated "by the Indian trail which they 
'bad been following up the Rosebud. It 
is a fact that the Indians whom they 
-were foTkrwlng had just at this point 
and at this time joined the main hand 
•of Indians in camp on the Little Big 
Horn. The principal chiefs among the 
Indians, of course, were Sitting Bull, 
'Gall, Crazy Horse, Rain-ln-the-Face, 
JLtttle Big Man, <5rass and many others. 


Art first the Indians were taken com 


•pletely by surprise, for they were so 
numerous that they had failed to keep 
scouts out at the nisual distance, and 
Reno's Attack was the first that they 
saw of the soldiers. Reno, Instead of 
charging, hpld tiaefe when he saw the 
immense numbers Sn front—his heart, 
indeed, failed him, and, abandoning 
audacity, which is de true motto of 
the cavalryman, though he failed to 
recognize it at this time, he dismount- 
ed to fight on foot. In his first charge 
he was repulsed, and, as near as I 
have been able to learn, it was only a 
weak one, not on account of his ofli 
cers or men, but it was the lack of 
faith and confidence in himself that 
took away the vim and dash that the 
charge should have had. 


Reno, In looking over the situation, I 


preferred defense in preference to .it 
tack 
He recrossed the Little Bi^' 


Horn and took up a position on a hill, 
where he dilly dallied around until i 
the Indians, taking courage at his ap- j 
parent weakness, made the fight on i 
him all the 
fiercer. Most of the men j 


that he lost were lost while crossing 
the Little Big Horn In retreat, so as t<- 
get into the bluffs on the east side. 


Major Reno, although having a good 


civil war record, through his indo 
cision in the emergency on this o< • 
casion seemed to have completely lo^t 
soldierly intelligence. The Indians, as 
was afterward learned, were com- 
pletely taken by surprise, and the Rrc.it 
war chief. Gall, personally directed th< 
attack on Reno and was making prep 
nratlons to surround him on the hill 
evidently unaware of Ouster's protlni 
ity on the other side of the village 
This shows what could have been don 
had Reno charged onward and koj ' 
this greatest of Hie war chiefs ocm 
pled instead of thus permitting hrn 
to leave a few men to threaten Rene 
while he concentrated his warriors mi 
the other side of tbe village again 
Ouster. A messenger to Benteen fro 
Ouster, ordering him to "come on quick 


and bring the packs," had caused that 
gallant officer to hasten, but, overtak- 
ing Reno, who outranked him. be was 
ordered to join bis demoralized forces 
and was compe'led to ol>ey. The lat- 
ter thought 'that the two commands 
combined, which numbered 400 men, 
would soon take measures to get Into 
action. But the appeals of such of- 
ficers as Benteeo, Weir, French and 
others to lead on were without avail. 


The last sseen of Custer as he start- 


ed Into the ever to be remembered bat- 
tle of the Little Big Horn was when 
he went over the ridge and waved his 
hat in salute to the other commands. 
Custer, making a wide detour to fall 
on the rear of the village, or what he 
thought was the rear, immediately 
struck a very strong band of Indians 
led by Chief Gall, 


They had crossed the river at a point 


where they were concealed by a large 
ravine and got on Custer's flank, and 
so astute had been Chief Gall's ar- 
rangements that he found himself at- 
tacked In front and on all sides. Cus- 
ter's first charge was successful until 
he saw the immensity of the village. 
He saw that It was a city instead of a 
village. There being^a high hill a half

mile back from the Little Big Horn, 
Custer decided to take this as a stand- 
point. He sounded the recall and tried 
to make thiR hill. He had to turn bis 
back while doing so. The Indians are 
never so brave as when they get any 
one's back to them. On their retreat 
to the hill half of his men were killed. 
The rest took up positions, but the In- 
dians, being so elated at killing so 
-many of his men from the Little Big 
Horn up to the hill and the failure of 
Reno to attract the Indians continual- 
ly coming down the Little Big Horn, 
almost all the fighting Indians concen- 
trated on Custer and fought him to 
death. 


Fighting desperately to gain a point 


higher up, no doubt, he was, however, 
compelled to dismount his men and 
act on the defensive. 
Unable to ad- 


vance or retreat and probably unwill- 
ing to do so, he must have based his 
actions on the diversion that the other 
•commands would make. 
Steadfastly 


believing this from later Indian ac- 
counts, they fought coolly, hoping and 
expecting for re-enforcements which 
never came, but succeeded in keeping 
up the fight for some time. The In- 
dians, well armed and in overwhelm- 
Ing numbers, circling and riding at 
speed, kept up a -continuous and ef 
tective fire, while skirmishers and 
marksmen crawled through the grass", 
picking off officers. In the meanwhile 
Reno was still lying on the hill, al 
though they could hear the reports of 
firearms below, anJ notwithstanding 
that Benteen, Weir, French and others 
continued their appeals and that the 
echoing volleys cried for assistance he 
remained there until all was silent, the 
Indians eventually killing Custer and 
every one of his gallant band. Reno 
was kept annoyed by the savages until 
the arrival of General Terry and Gib- 
bon's command, while on the second 
day the Indians set fire to the grasses 
to cover their movements with smoke 
and drew off. Afterward a visit to the 
battle scene told the story of Custer's 
last battle, showing that every one had 
at least done his duty and, though de- 
feated, was not disgraced 
They all 


died in the proper military formation, 
every officer at his post and every man 
in line. Custer's body was found, and, 
although all the others were mutilated 
or scalped, his body seemed to have 
been untouched except by his death 
wounds, this being a tribute from the 
savage foe to his courage and gallan- 
try. His brother, Captain Tom, and 
his brother-in-law, Captain Calhonn, 
with a nephew, were among the slain, 
making an unusual family affliction. 
The bodies of all the officers were 
found, with the exception of Dr. Lord, 
Lieutenants Porter, Harrington and 
Sturgies nri'l some ten men 
The lat 


ter's fate has never been known — 
whether tlioy were captured and tor- 
tured or whether their bodies hart been 
thrown into the qnJi l-'snnds near the 
bed of tho LittU Bit. Horn, it is not 
clear, tho only certainty bolnsr that 
they were dead. 
Two hundred and 


twelve bodies were buried on the hill, 
the losses to the roccimcnt being in 
two (I,-us 2flr> killed and r»2 voimdod, r>0 
per cent of tho command!
